Cohasset  Pxtai  Xine  Wm  a  Game 
from  the  Safuate  Beat*  Picked  Nine. 

Not  satisfied  wiih  their  defeat  of  the 
previous  week,  the  Cohasset  picked 
nine  took  another  trip  to  Scituate 
Beach  last  Saturday  afternoon,  and 
crossed  hats  with  the  nine  of  that 
place. 

The  Scituate  nine  were  considera- 
bly weakened  by  the  ahsence  of  their 
catchei,  Reed,  and  consequently  as 
Bates'  pitching  was  too  much  for  Pe- 
gram to  hold.  Hamhlen  was  obliged 
to  pitch  after  the  second  inning. 
Pegram  changed  places 
at  left  held. 

On  the  other  hand,  Cohassets'  rep- 
resentatives were  greatly  strengthened 
in  having  a  good  catcher  in  the  per- 
son of  Briggs,  and  Sweeney  was 
therehy  able  to  twirl  the  sphere  in 
very  effectual  style. 

The  game  opened  with  Scituate  at 
the  bat,  but  they  remained  at  the  bat 
only  a  few  minutes,  as  Gammons 
popped  np  a  fly  to  G.  P.  Tower  at  first 
hase,  Bates  got  first  base  and  second 
on  errors,  but  was  forced  out  at  third, 
by  Hamblen,  and  Pegram  struck  out. 
For  Cohasset  no  less  than  twelve 
men  went  to  bat  in  (his  inning  and 
the  result  was  eight  runs.  In  the 
second  Scituate  scored  one  run  and 
Cohasset  was  hlanked.  Cohasset 
made  a  heautiful  triple  play  in  this 
inning  retiring  the  side  after  the 
bases  were  full.  The  play  was  made 
by  Briggs,  G.  P.  Tower  and  Snow. 

In  the  third  inning  the  order 
reversed,  Cohasset  scoring  three  runs 
and  Scituate  being  blanked.  Ii 
fourth  Scituate  crawled  up  a 
•coring  two  runs  to  one  by  Cohasset 
in  the  same.    In  the  fifth  each  nine 
scored  two  runs. 

Up  to  this  time  Scituate  had  made 
but  six  scattering  hits  off  Sweeney's 
delivery  and  a  total  of  five  runs.  Capt. 
Towle  apparently  not  satisfied  with 
leaving  well  enough  alone  and  also 
wishing  to  give  Briggs  a  trial  in  (he 
pitcher's  box  sent  Sweeney  to  centre 
field  and  Hanna  in  *.o  catch  with 
Briggs  between  the  points.  Not- 
withstanding that  Mr.  Briggs  Is 
termed  in  the  last  issue  of  our  es- 
teemed cotemporary,  the  "Pitcher 
without  a  Peer."  Scituate  took  very 
kindly  to  him,  and  it  was  not  until 
ten  men  had  been  to  the  bat,  seven 
base  hiis  and  six  runs  scored,  that  the 
side  was  finally  disposed  of.  In  this 
inning  Cohasset  was  blanked  and  It 
begun  to  look  dubious  for  them,  but 
one  inning  of  lirigg's  pitching  was 
eneiigh  for  Capt.  Towle,  and  he 
wisely  returned  Sweeney  to  the  box, 
in  the  seventh.  In  this  inning  Scitu- 
ate was  blanked,  and  Cohasset  scored 
four  run*.  In  the  eighth  the  re*ult 
wa»  the  same  for  Scituate,  and  two 
runs  for  Cohaswit, 

In  the  ninth  after  one  run  had  been 
scored  by  Sciiuate,  and  two  men  were 
out,  Umpire  Sietson  deliberately 
and  wilfully  made  a  wrong  decision, 
allowing  a  man  second  ba»e  who  was 
fairly  and  squarely  out,  which  fact 
not  only  the  player,  but  Mr.  Stetson 
himwrlf  admitted,  offering  for  an  ex- 
cuse, "Don't  want  to  give  Scituate  a 
chance  to  complain,"  This  decision 
gsve  Scituate  two  more  rurt,  the  last 
of  I  lie  game. 

Tin-  feature*  of  ihe  game  were  the 
splendid  caichlng    of    liriggs,  the 


pitching  of  Sweeney,  a  fine  catch  of 
difficult  fly  hy  Plummcr,  a  catching 
of  a  seemingly  safe  liner  by  Gammons 
in  the  eighth  inning,  and  a  splrndid 
stop  of  a  hot  grounder  by  G.  P. 
Tower  in  the  same  inning.

A  novel  entertainment  was  that  given  not 
long  since  in  Philadelphia.  The  promote!

It  was  the  first 
grand  sooiabl*  of  the  Enterprise  orchestra, 
an  organization  of  recent  date,  the  mem  tier* 
of  which  ore  blind,  and  many  of  wbom 
were  pupils  at  one  time  or  other  of  the  insti- 
tution. The  orchestra  is  composed  of  aboef 
a  dozer  pieces.  There  were  about  fifty 
couples  on  tho  floor,  men  and  women  both 
being  In  their  vision.
